Predicts Rejection. 

He said he does not expect the 
Legislature to approve a pro- 
posed $7,300,000,000 program to 
meet the state’s highway and 
street needs during the next 20 
years. The program was _ rec- 
ommended in two recent re- 
search reports prepared for the 
joint Senate-House Committee on 
Roads, Streets and Highways. 

The reports had mentioned in- 
creases in various state taxes— 
including income, sales and prop- 
erty taxes—as possible sources 
of income to carry out the pro- 
gram. Asked for his views, Dal- 
ton said, “‘l want the users to 
pay the bill.”’ 

The Governor said he will 
make his highway recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature within a 
few days. 

Answering a question about 
criticism of his cutting the funds 
requested by the state’s Division 
of Mental Diseases, Dalton said 
he thought he had allowed suf- 
ficient money to get the pro- 
posed 10-year program started. 

Dr. Addison M. Duval, direc- 
tor of the division, had asked 
for a $16,795,250 increase in his 
operating budget for the bi- 
ennium beginning July 1. Dalton 
cut the increase to $7,267,396. 

For capital improvements, Dr. 


Duval requested $45,045,290. 
Dalton sliced the request to 
$6,360,066. 


Bonds May Be Needed. 

Asked today to elaborate on 
his position on hospital building 
needs, Dalton told a reporter he 
recognizes that facilities at the 
seven state hospitals and schools 
are inadequate. Pending comple- 
tion of a survey, however, the 
extent of the needs will not be 
known to an exact degree, he 
added. 

Dalton said he doubts that 
revenues will be adequate to pay 
for construction on the scale con 
templated for the state institu- 
tions. To avoid adding burden- 
some taxes or curtailing other 
essential services, he said, a 
building bond issue iay have to 
be submitted to the voters. 

In the television interview, 
Dalton said he expects opposition 
from some lobbyists to his rec- 
ord budget and to his tax pro- 
gram, but added, “I am not wor- 
ried about opposition if we are 


right.”” He has called for with- | 


holding of state income taxes to 
get more revenue, and increased 
cigarette, beer and liquor taxes. 

Dalton said he has received 
wide encouragement in respect to 
his proposed conflict of interest 
legislation, aimed at strengthen- 
ing ethical standards for state 
officials. 

One purpose of the proposed 
legislation, he said, is to reduce 
the influence of “lobbyists who 
infest our capital city.”

Eight television cameras beam- 
ed down on the 43-year-old 
leader as he spoke, carrying his 
words and image to millions on 
the North American continent. 

He spoke with alertness and 
was in firm command all the 
way in spite of a shaky start. 
President Kennedy's hands 
shook as took his place at the 
lectern and a sheat of papers 
slid to the floor when he re- 
moved his typed manuscript 
from a loose leaf folder. But 
he retrieved the papers unasash- 
ed and for the next 44 minutes 
he painted a grim picture of 
life on the new frontier. 

Festive Air in House. 

The House chamber, brightly 
refurbished for the occasion, was 
a scene of festive air as the gal- 
leries filled around noon. Most 
of the early arrivals were worthy 
Democrats holding cherished spe- 
cial admittance tickets.

Forces of Freedom Divided 

“We cannot escape our 
dangers — neither must we let 
them drive us to panic or narrow 
isolation. In many areas of the 
world where the balance of power 
already rests with our adver- 
sary, the forces of freedom are 
sharply divided. It is one of the 
ironies of our time that the tech- 
nique of a harsh and repressive 
system should be able to instill 
discipline and ardor in its ser- 
vants — while the blessing of 
liberty have too often stood for 
privilege, materialism and life of 
ease.”’ 

The speech continued the high 
idealism of his inaugural and 
contained .he specifics of his im- 
mediate and long-range goals. It 
was obviously intended to change 
the national mood from compla- 
cency and to jar Congress into 
quick action on his legislative 
program. 

Further Setbacks. 

“Life in 1961 will not be easy,” 
he said. ‘‘Wishing it, predicting 
it, even asking for it, will not 
make it so. There will be further 
setbacks before the tide is 
turned. But turn it must.”’ 

He announced that within two 


_ weeks he would send to Congress 


special messages recommending 
steps to stimulate the domestic 
economy and to _ strengthen 
American forces, military, econ- 
omic and political throughout the 
world.

—We shall help insure that 
it is properly financed.

—And I would address a

Specifically, I now invite all 
nations — including the Soviet 
Union—to join with us in de- 
veloping a weather prediction 
program, in a new communica- 
tions satellite program and in 
preparation for probing the 
distant planets of Mars and 
Venus, probes which may 
someday unlock the deepest 
secrets of the universe. 

Today this country is ahead 
in the science and technology of 
space, while the Soviet Union 
is ahead in capacity to lift large 
vehicles into orbit.

Where nature makes natural 
allies of us all, we can demon- 
strate that beneficial relations 
are possible even with those 
with whom we most deeply 
disagree—and this must some- 
day be the basis of world 
peace and law.

I have commented on the state 
of the domestic economy, our 
balance of payments, our federal 
and social budget and the state 
of the world. I would like to 
conclude with a few remarks 
about the state of the executive 
branch. We have found it full 
of honest and useful public serv- 
ants—but their capacity to act 
decisively at the exact time

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| daring and dissent—that we 
greet healthy controversy as 
the hallmark of healthy 
change.

And let every man and woman 
who works in any area of our 
national government, in any 
branch, at any level, be able 
to say with pride and honor 
in future years: “I served the 
United States Government in 
that hour of our nation’s need.” 

For only through 
dedication by us all to the na- 
tional interest can we bring our 
country through’ the 
years that lie ahead. Our prob- 
lems are critical. The tide is 
unfavorable. The news will be 
worse before it is better. And 
while hoping for the best, we 
should prepare ourselves for the 
worst. 

We cannot escape our dangers 
—neither must we let them drive 
us to panic or narrow isolation.

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Lp to Bi-State 


With the Aldermen having blocked Mayor 
Tucker’s plan for a transit referendum at the 
April municipal election, the Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency now looms as the logical— 
and in fact, the only—tool for public owner- 
ship of the metropolitan area's 15 private 
transit lines. 

In our judgment Bi-State ought to proceed 
at once toward the prompt attainment of that 
objective. Bi-State can act without waiting 
for aldermanic or even voter approval. In 
itself it possesses all power necessary to buy 
out the private operators, or to acquire them 
by condemnation if necessary, and then to 
create a unified bus system operating across 
the Mississippi from Belleville to Clayton and 
beyond. On top of that, the agency has been 
told by competent authority that such a sys- 
tem would generate sufficient fare-box reve- 
nues to pay for itself. 

The Bi-State approach is entitled to support 
on its merits, not merely because of the 
present default by the Aldermen. It 
would achieve the maximum possible relief 
from local taxation, it would provide the 
greatest possible opportunities for opera- 
tional efficiencies, and it would place the 
metropolitan transit facility in the hands of 
a truly metropolitan agency, not those of a 
single community whose interests might not 
necessarily coincide with those of the area 
as a whole. 

Proponents of municipal operation no 
doubt will object that because Bi-State has 
no taxing powers it will be unable to lay its 
hands on the substantial capital sums neces- 
sary to create a genuine rapid transit system. 
This is a valid point. But as a practical mat- 
ter the chances of the city’s being able to do 
any better are equally remote. 

The proposed downtown distributor loop 
and 41.8 miles of grade-separated bus road- 
ways that the original Gilman report indi- 
cated were essential for true rapid transit 
would cost in the neighborhood of $175,- 
000,000. We doubt that it is the city’s re- 
sponsibility to provide the capital financing 
for a metropolitan facility. But even if it 
were, where would the city get that kind 
of money? 

The city’s capacity to issue general 
obligation bonds is limited to 10 per cent 
of its assessed property valuation, or about 
$160,000,000, of which $110,000,000 was com- 
mitted in the 1955 bond issue election to gen- 
eral municipal improvements. Plans to utilize 
most of the remaining capacity on other 
essential improvements are now in _ the 
making, leaving nothing for transit. 

Rapid-transit aside, a unified system under 
Bi-State would permit the creation of an area- 
wide zone fare scheme that would eliminate 
for many city, St. Louis county and East Side 
riders the necessity of paying two fares for 
certain trips. It would eliminate duplicating 
and uneconomic lines, as well as the remain- 
ing streetcar operations in St. Louis. Some 
service improvements would be possible, per- 
haps the extension of the park-ride principle 
to East Side and other points. Most impor- 
tant, it would provide a truly metropolitan 
base upon which eventually a genuine rapid 
transit could be constructed. 

The need is clear and compelling. Bi-State 
is the only governmental agency equipped to 
meet it. We hope the Bi-State directors will 
decide promptly to follow the Gilman Co.’s 
recommendation and accept the transit re- 
sponsibility. 


Reminiscent of the Mule 


It might have been predicted, but it is dis- 
couraging nonetheless, to find that farm 
leaders are as far apart as ever on a program 
to solve the nation’s pressing agricultural 
problems. More than 450 of them met in 
Washington with Secretary of Agriculture 
Freeman. All that came of the meeting, says 
the report, “was a restatement of conflicting 
views held in the past.” President Kennedy’s 
plea that farm groups try to iron out their 
differences was unavailing. 

The farm leaders, each intent on advancing 
his own cure (or the lack of it), have not yet 
realized that the longer they delay a com- 
promise the worse some of them are going 
to get hurt. The nation is not likely to put 
up with much more obstruction in the face 
of the growing surplus and carryover that 
have already entailed a federal investment 
of more than nine billion dollars. 

One of those at the meeting, Charles Shu- 
man, head of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, said he would look to Congress 
to reconcile the conflict. In the past Mr. 
Shuman was content to look to the former 
agriculture secretary, Ezra Taft Benson, 
whose policies were close to his own, Mr. 
Shuman doubtless fears that the Kennedy 
Administration will propose a more liberal 
farm program, and thinks that the place to 
stop it is at the Capitol. 

Despite the pressures of the farm lobby, 
Congress must act to protect consumers and 
taxpayers generally. If the temporary pro- 
posals of the task force. headed by Fred 
Heinkel of the Missouri Farmers Association 
will do this, they should be given urgent 
attention. 


Nobody Loves the Policeman 


Experience in The Congo must have con- 
vinced Secretary General Hammarskjold—if 
he needed convincing—that “a policeman’s 
lot is not a happy one when constabulary 
duty’s to be done.” Unlike Gilbert and Sulli- 
van, he cannot burst into a merry song about 
the threat of several African and Asian govern- 
ments to withdraw their elements from the 
U.N. force. (Yugoslavia already has recalled 
its token contingent of 21 men.) And it is 
doubtful that the seven-nation appeal for a 
Security Council meeting te consider “alarm- 
ing recent developments in The Congo will 
strengthen the U.N. position. 

The international force has the difficult as. 
signment of maintaining order without inter- 
fering in internal affairs. This is made more 
difficult because some U.N. members have 
taken the side of one or another of the con- 
flicting factions. Thus the seven calling for 


the Council meeting—Ceylon, Ghana, Guinea, . 


Mali, the United Arab Republic and Yugo- 
slavia—made their letter the occasion for a 
protest against the imprisonment and ‘brutal 
treatment” of deposed Premier Lumumba. 
Russia also is on Lumumba’s side. So its 
veto could keep the Council from being 
effective. | 

It is becoming more and more clear that 
the best formula for the establishment of a 
viable government in The Congo is a redraw- 
ing of the arbitrary, Belgian-imposed bound- 
aries of the provinces more nearly along tribal 


lines, and holding the rationalized provinces 
under a federal government of limited pow- 
ers. President Kasayubu has called a confer- 
ence of leaders, but it is a question whether 
he or any of them has sufficient prestige to 
bring about a reconciliation. 

Here the U.N. could be helpful if it were 
not for the dissenters among its own mem- 
bers. But if an ultimate settlement must wait 
on a greater measure of agreement, it would 
be tragic meanwhile to weaken the authority 
which the U.N. does exert in The Congo. 


Message to Castro 


It is too early to define the Administration's 
Cuba policy with exactitude, but President 
Kennedy at his press conference last week 
seemed to leave the door open for an im- 
provement of relations if the Castro regime 
chooses to take advantage of it. 

The President left no doubt of his coolness to 
and concern with any Latin American govern- 
ment which is “seized by external forces and 
directed not to improving the welfare of the 
people involved but towards imposing an ide- 
ology which is alien to this hemisphere.” But at 
the same time he took extreme pains, as the 
Eisenhower Administration never did, to ex- 
press American sympathy and support for 
social ‘‘movements”—a term which could only 
mean social revolutions—directed toward a 
better life for Latin Americans. Further, he 
quietly remarked that when such social move- 
ments or revolutions result in damage to 
American interests, “we feel that this should 
be a matter that should be negotiated.” 

These statements, balanced against the 
statement that “we are not considering at the 
present time” resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Cuba, should carry a message to 
Castro. They apparently say that if Castro 
wants to open reasonable negotiations over 
seized American properties, and if he wants 
to demonstrate in some effective way that his 
government is not a Soviet puppet, and if he 
can show that his government is really more 
concerned with social welfare than with es- 
tablishing a Communist dictatorship, there 
may be a chance for better relations. 

The question is whether Castro really wants 
better relations, and whether it is too late 
for him to do the things that would make 
them possible. But the Kennedy Administra- 
tion, which had no responsibility for past 
American mistakes that led to the present 
impasse, would be wise to keep the door open 
as long as possible. Certainly clandestine 
support for violent overthrow of Castro or 
any other Latin American government con- 
flicts with everything the new Administration 
claims to stand for. 


A Curb on Loose Tongues 


Republican complaints of a news “gag” by 
the Kennedy Administration carry the ring of 
sardonic humor in view of all the news that 
the Administration has made in its first 10 
days. The real issue is whether generals and 
admirals should be free to conduct their own 
propaganda warfare against the Soviet Union. 
The White House has always had the responsi- 
bility for inflammatory speeches made by 
military subordinates such as the one by 
Adm, Arleigh Burke which was toned down 
last week. The new Administration deserves 
credit, not blame, for taking that responsi- 
bility seriously enough to monitor what the 
subordinates are saying—and for protecting 
the President’s right to establish policy. 


The American Boy’s Friend 


An obituary writer says that A. C. Gilbert 
was a hero out of Horatio Alger. No matter 
how well meant, this is hard to take. Gilbert, 
after all, was the son of an Oregon banker 
who saw him through Yale’s medical school. 
Alger could not abide so comfortable a start 
in life, nor would he have approved Gilbert's 
refusal to practice medicine. An Alger man 
made the most of things. 

Teddy Roosevelt, however, would have 
given Gilbert a rousing “Bully!” Although he 
weighed only 135 pounds in his prime, Gil- 
bert set a world’s record for the pole vault 
in 1908 and was a winner in the event in the 
Olympics that year. He was a great one for 
running, hurdling, jumping, boxing and wres- 
tling, too, and an ardent hunter and angler. 
Like the first Roosevelt, he was determined 
to overcome his frailty. This, however, is of 
secondary importance. 

Riding into New York on the New Haven 
one day, he was entranced by the girders 
being put up preliminary to the road’s elec- 
trification. They inspired the thought that 
it would be fun to build things at home with 
miniature girders. That was the inception of 
Erector, the toy which made every American 
boy a bit of an engineer. Who did not have 
one to which parts were added Christmas 
after Christmas? And then came an Amer- 
ican Flyer to whistle for the curve and roar 
under the Erector bridge. Gilbert made magic 
kits and chemistry sets and even atomic en- 
ergy laboratories for the young. 

But there never was a Gilbert product to 
match Erector and the pre-diesel, unstream- 
lined American Flyer—unless it was the spin- 
ning reel, which he made under contract, to 
take backlashes and profanity out of angling 
for men who like Gilbert himself still were 
boys at heart. 


Kennan, Symbol of Competence 


One of the latest in a long series of fine 
appointments by President Kennedy is the 
choice of George F. Kennan, former Ambassa- 
dor to the Soviet Union, as envoy to Yugo- 
slavia. Long regarded as an outstanding expert 
on the Communist bloc, Kennan nevertheless 
was allowed to rusticate at the Institute for 
Advanced Studies in Princeton, N.J., where 
he has been working on his history of. the 
Bolshevik revolution. 

Conditions affecting relations with Russia 
and its satellites have changed since Kennan 
developed the containment policy imple- 
mented by Acheson and Dulles. If a 
library did not afford him enough opportu- 


nities for keeping abreast, the embassy in. . 


Belgrade is the ideal place for catching up. 
The Tito government has an especially clear 
view of the goals so often blurred by Soviet 
obfuscation. Its ‘relative freedom from the 
Kremlin’s imperialism and doctrinaire oppo- 
sition to the West make it an excellent source 


of information—one to be cultivated for the’ 


sake of the understanding essential to any 
prudent easing of cold war tensions. 

Mr. Kennan is alert to the opportunities 
of Belgrade, and he has the ability to make 
the most of them. His appointment is fur-

Constitution established that freedom 
as fundamental law for Americans— 
and went beyond it to give expression 
an unprecedentedly privileged and 
protected position in the new world. 
It was this protection and privilege 
accorded to speech and to the press 
that constituted, as James Madison 
put, “the essential difference be- 
tween the British Government and the 
American Constitution.” 

The founders of the American Re- 
public were determined that here ex- 
pression should be unfettered by any 
official regulation; and they were 
willing, for the sake of the great ben- 
efits to be derived from this free- 
dom, to undergo the risks involved in 
giving wide latitude to silly, salacious 
and even seditious utterances. If they 
did not mean expression to be abso- 
lutely free, they meant at least to in- 
sure it the largest practicable free- 
dom; they meant it to be punishable, 
if at all, only upon a due process tr@l 
and not at the whim of some petty 
official. 

All this seems to have been forgot- 
ten by the Supreme Court majority. 
Chief Justice Warren, joined by Jus- 
tices Black, Douglas and Brennan, has 
written a magnificent dissenting opin- 
ion. It recalls the long line of Court 
decisions wholly contrary to the ma- 
jority view. It recalls and ering 
catalogues the evils and asininities of 
censorship in the past. It reminds 
Americans of a heritage of freedom 
far more enriching to the general wel- 
fare than the censor’s sterile moral- 
ism.

The annual season of hope has ar- 
rived for those who operate the agen- 
cies of the State of Maryland.

Outstanding in Protestant 
thinking on unity of the Protest- 
ant churches is that the obstacles 
are “vague, unrealistic and al-

Frank continued. 


“Secondly, there is no doubt 
but that the structure of denomi- 
nationalism has broken down en- 
tirely on the local level. This 
is clear from the reasons per- 


sons give for uniting with a local 


Protestant congregation. No 
longer is the reason doctrinal 
and no longer does it deal with 
church polity.” 


Rather, he said, the reasons 
given deal with friendships, com- 
munity interests, pastoral lead- 
ership, neighborhood proximity 
or ‘‘the captivity of their child- 


ren. 


‘“‘The Metropolitan Church Fed- 
eration is a primary school for 
Christian unity,” Bishop Frank 
went on. “‘Here we learn how 
to speak to each other, how to 
trust each other, how to believe 
in the Christian experience of 
our fellow-Christians and to join 
hands in mutual endeavor... .

BOSTON, 30 (AP)—Bar- 
ring a complete collapse, the 
Boston Celtics have their fifth 
straight National Basketball As- 
sociation Eastern Division title 
in the bag.

Sudden Death 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30—With 
two minutes to play, the New 
York Giants led the Baltimore 
Colts, 17 to 14. New York had 
the ball on its own 25-yard 
line, third and four. If the 
Giants could make one first 
down they could dawdle 
through at least four more 
plays while the clock raced 
on and the professional foot- 
ball championship of 1958 
dropped into their laps. 

Frank Gifford hit the line and 
was one foot short. Declining 
the gamble, New York punted. 
It was Baltimore’s ball 86 
yards from the goal line. 

Lenny Moore ran once and 
Johnny Unitas threw eight 
times. Incomplete passes 
stopped the clock five times. 
Once the Colts called time out. 
Racing the flying seconds, 
they reached the Giants’ 13- 
yard line. Steve Myhra kicked 
a field goal from placement, 
tying the score. Nine seconds 
remained, enough for a kick- 
off and one play that got noth- 
ing. The gun ended the game 
and started another. 

Now the clock lost all mean- 
ing. Time laterally stood still. 
No need for haste now, for the 
lights were on and time limits 
olf and the teams could keep 
at it all night until one or the 
other scored. With the open- 
ing of the sudden-death fifth 
period, this ceased to be foot- 
ball played under football 
rules, because the essential 
factor, time, had been re- 
moved. 


The Tinkering Czar 


On the toss of a half dollar 
by referee Ron Gibbs—no two- 
bit referee he—the Giants won 
the privilege of receiving the 
kick-off. Again they failed by 
a foot to make first down, 
chose to punt on fourth rather 
than try for those 12 inches. 
There was no hurry. All they 
had to do to get the ball back 
was stop Baltimore, and they 
had been reading all season 
about their defensive unit, the 
noblest band of heroes since 
Leonidas at Thermopylae. 

So the Colts went 71 yards 
to first down on the New York 
eight, disdained the field goal 
that would have ended it there, 
and sent Alan Ameche in for 
the six vale that won the 
championship, beat the point- 
spread and clobbered the hand- 
books. 

Pro football fans still savor 
the memory of that finish, but 
now Pete Rozelle wants to 
paint the lily.

Lingering Death 

What Pete wants is linger- 
ing, not sudden, death. It is 
devoutly hoped he doesn’t get 
it. Overtime play is an artifi- 
cial expedient at best, an un- 
natural device to avert a tie 
in a play-off for the title. 

On the one occasion when 
the extra period was needed 
to decide the championship, it 
added to the day’s excitement. 
It worked out equitably, too, 
for the Giants had their 
chance and muffed it and the 
team that deserved to win did 
win. But one of these in a 
decade is plenty. Better that 
one team should get the short 
end of the stick than let the 
show drag on like the “death 
scene from “Camille.” 

Statistics might disprove it, 
but the impression here is that 
the pros hardly ever stop any- 
body. A ludicrously high pro- 
portion of games during the 
season are decided in the 
closing seconds, and the only | 
reason for this can be ‘acem- 
petent defensive play. 

With a few exceptions, the 
defense is consistently suc- 
cessful only against inside 
running plays, and even there 
the old bear trap or ‘‘draw”’ 
is .a reliable gainer. Against 
accurate passers and expert 
receivers, the mercenaries are 
all but helpless. 

Consequently, a Norm Van 
Brocklin or Johnny Unitas or 
Charley Conerly just throws, 

- confident that he can connect 
once in any series of downs. 

Far too often, the game 
they play is closer to beanbag 
than football, yet it could be 
even worse. Get a couple of 
those firehouse teams into an 
overtime match where they 
take turns tying the score and 
you know what you would 


have? Basketball, that’s what.

Ot Bases 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP)— 
Max Carey and the late Billy 
Hamilton are the latest additions 
to Baseball's Hall of Fame. The 
two former National League cen- 
ter fielders, famed for: their 
_base-stealing ability, will be in- 
ducted formally July 24 at the 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
N.Y. 


Carey, holder of the modern | 
National League. record for stol- | 
en bases with 738 in a 20-year 
career from 1910 to 1929 with 
| Pittsburgh and Brooklyn, said in 
Miami Beach, Fla., he was 
| “Happy and proud of the honor 


of being selected.”’ He is 7] 
years old. 
| Hamilton, who died in 1940, 


was one of the truly great stars 
of the pre-1900 days of baseball. 
'He had a lifetime batting av- 
erage of .344 while playing with 
| Philadelphia and Boston from | 
1890 to 1901. Known as “Sliding 
| Billy,” he stole 797 bases, the 
league record, in that span and 
‘also stole 140 with Kansas City 
‘in the American Association 
|which considered itself a major 
‘league. If those were counted 
his total would be 937. 


The two men were named yes- 
terday by the veterans’ commit- 
tee, headed by Warren Brown of 

ithe Chicago American, which 
considers only men who have 
been inactive as players for at 
least 30 years. A member of the 
committee is J. Roy Stockton, 
retired sports editor of the 
Post-Dispatch. It was their first 
| chance to honor Carey who pre- 
viously had been under the juris- 
diction of the baseball writers 
_who select from among those out 
of baseball at least five years 
but not more than 30. 


Since the veterans named Joe 
McCarthy and Sam Crawford in 
1957, the only other new member 
_to be added was Zack Wheat in 
1959, also by the veterans. The 
writers failed to name anybody 
'from the younger group, either | 
in 1958 or 1960. 

Carey, known as ‘‘Scoop’’ for 

his great knack of coming in 
fast to grab sinking liners, was 
one of the outstanding fielders 
‘in the league’s history. He 
played the outfield more games 
than anybody (2421) and holds | 
_the league record for most as- 
| sists (339) by an outfielder. In 
| 1922 he was caught only twice 
in 53 attempted steals. | 
| Max played with Pittsburgh 
from 1910 to the middle of 1926) 
when he went to Brooklyn on 
waivers. He played with the 
Dodgers through 1929 and man- 
aged the club in 1932-33 until re- 
placed by Casey Stengel, an old 
teammate. In the years since 
then he has coached, managed 
minor league teams, scouted and 
worked as an Official at dog 
race tracks in Florida. 

Hamilton’s records border on 
oe fantastic. In 1891 he stole 

'115 bases, the league high. In 

1894 with the Phillies he hit .398, 
| stole 99 bases and scored 196 
'runs, another record. Yet he 
was low man in the outfield. 
|The Phils’ picket line in 94 in- 
| cluded Ed Delehanty in left 
(400), Hamilton in center and 
Sam Thompson in right (.403).

CAN YOU THINK of anything 
more cheerful on a dreary win- 
ter day than an open fire — or 
@ gayer way to entertain than 
with a casual party that centers 
around the fireplace? Fire and 
food are an unbeatable combina- 
tion for cold-weather hospitality. 
A barbecue with an inside set- 
ting is just as much fun as the 
out-of-doors summer version. 

Fireplace cooking is one of 
the mewest trends, yet it is 
as eld as Colonial times. Be- 
cause of its very nature, it is 
an informal type of party, a 
perfect way to relax with a few 
close friends. It’s a fine idea, 
too, for a children’s winter 
birthday party if it is care- 
fully supervised by adults. 

Youngsters who are enchanted 

with the idea of a hot dog 

roast in January, teen-agers 
and fun-loving adults will all 
welcome the idea. 

Actually, this is merely a 
transition of the popular back- 
yard barbecue to an indoor set- 
ting. Instead of setting up your 
barbecue equipment in the back- 
yard or on the patio, put the 
fireplace to use.. The natural 
draft will keep wood charcoal 
briquets glowing and take care 
of cooking odors. (Because char- 
coal is mostly carbon, there is

All you need for cooking is a 
rack that fits over a grate, a 
gatill on short legs or any of 
several other devices now on the 
market. Shish kabob skewers are 
handy for hot dogs or chunky 
cubes of beef or lamb; add 
aquares of green pepper, small 
boiled or canned onions or juicy 
tomato quarters for a sizzling 
salad. 

If there is no fireplace in 
your home or apartment, you 
can still enjoy a cook-in with 
one of the portable grills adapted 
to indoor and outdoor barbecu- 
ing. 

At a “help yourself” supper 
ground beef patties can be 
grilled to order. Be sure to put 
out a good assortment of rel- 
ishes. 

Perhaps you may wish to limit 
your fireplace cookery to hot 
hors d'oeuvres which the guests 
grill themselves, to be followed 
by dinner which you have pre- 
pared in advance in the kitchen. 

Small spicy meatballs, cock- 
tail franks or cubed bologna all 
lend themselves to this type of 
cookery. 

Rock lobster tails are delicious 
—~grill the lobster beforehand, 
then cut out the meat, cut into 
eubes and insert a toothpick in 
each cube. Put the lobster bits 
back into their shells and sprin- 
kle with lemon butter. 

When guests arrive, return 
shells and contents to the grill 
ever low heat. Each guest helps 
himself and the appetizers stay 
sizzling hot. 

Chicken livers and sliced water 
chestnuts, wrapped in bacon, 
are delicious cooked on a hibachi 
or broiled on a metal skewer. 

If you are using a fireplace, 
simply put the fire screen to one 
wide and attach a cooking rack 
to the grate. Some new rack 
models swing out for serving or 
testing. Or insert in the fire- 
place a low-legged charcoal grill 
or hibachi. Some families find 
that their oven rack serves over 
the top of the grate; others fire- 
place-cook with bricks at the 
side of the grate and a rack 
across them. Like outdoor bar- 
becuing, the equipment may be 
improvised or may be as elab- 
orate as one wishes. 

Wood charcoal briquets may 
be kept in a charcoal scuttle or 
in a brass or copper pail. A 
length of foil under the grate, 
extending a little onto the hearth, 
protects against stray drippings, 
and can. be crumpled together 
to serve as a neat disposal bag. 

Frankfurters are probably the 
top favorite for grilling, outdoors 
er inside. Slit them and spread 
out open-face style (grill them 
topside down first for extra 
toastiness). The open-faced

franks may be filled with cheese, 
thinly sliced green pepper rings, 
tomato slices lightly sprinkled 
with basil or seasoned bread 
crumbs.

The franks 
may be topped with horseradish, 
grated Swiss cheese, julienne 
pimiento strips; or with @ thin 
layer of sauerkraut flavored 
with caraway seed. 


SPARERIBS KNICKERBOCK- 
ER are an ideal choice for fire- 
place cookery. Allow three- 
fourths to one pound of spare- 
ribs per person. Precook spare- 
ribs by steaming them for about 
one hour; or cooking for 20 min- 
utes in the pressure cooker; 
after precooking keep them 
chilled until ready to grill. 

Just before grilling, brush with 
barbecue sauce and place them 
on the grill over wood charcoal 
briquets one-half to three-fourths 
inches apart for the final brown- 
ing. 

Turn the spareribs often, bast- 
ing each time with barbecue 
sauce. 

When ribs are brown and the 
sauce is bubbling transfer them 
to a hot platter, slice the ribs 
apart and brush generously with 
additional barbecue sauce.

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John Crosby 
Gay Boyhood Days 
At 10 Below Zero 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30. 

WHEN I WAS A BOY, my brother and I used to steal 
iceboats. Well, not steal them, exactly. Borrow them. In those 
@ays people would leave the sails loosely furled on the iceboats 
outside their homes on Oconomowoc lake. We'd skate across 
the lake, hoist the sails, 
and sail off, as the owner 
came storming out on the 
porch, howling with wrath. 

There wasn’t much else 
he could do. Iceboats are 
very fast. Within a matter 
of seconds, you're doing 40 
miles an hour. (The 
world’s record for an ice- 
boat is 144 miles an hour, 
set in 1907 and still ‘stand- 
ing.) Within the narrow 
limits of Oconomowoc lake, 
which is only about three 
miles at its widest point, 
we'd have a nice sail, then 
return the iceboat as close 
to where we had taken it 
as we dared and scoot for 
home on our skates. Per- 
fect crime. 

Well, maybe not quite 
perfect. Suspicion was rife 
as to who was running off with those iceboats but nothing was 
ever proved. As a matter of fact, no accusations were made. 
Dark looks were all we ever got. So now, 30 years later, I 
confess. We swiped those iceboats. (I don’t think it’s an 
extraditable offense.) 


JOHN CROSBY 


Winters in Wisconsin were bone-chilling to the 
middle-aged and the old, I guess, but cold doesn’t 
bother kids much. Thirty-three below zero was not 
uncommon on the shores of Lake Michigan then, 
though it’s not very common now. However, 30 below 
was considered a cold snap and temperatures like that 
didn’t last long. Maybe one day, or even less. Then the 
weather would warm up to 10 below. Ten below tem- 
peratures would last quite a while, sometimes a week. 


However, 10 below isn’t cold really. For one thing when 
you get temperatures like that, there is not much wind, I can 
never remember the wind blowing much in 10 below zero 
weather. It's still and it’s quiet. There’s nothing quite like 
the stillness of a Wisconsin morning, when it’s still black 
outside and the thermometer reads 10 below. You can hear a 
twig crack at three miles. 

You'd step outside in the stillness and you wouldn't so 
much feel the cold as hear it. For the first 30 seconds in a very 
still cold, you feel nothing; then it gets to you. The ear lobes. 
The fingers. Things freeze quickly at that temperature but only 
if you stand still, and we had more sense than that. 

We played hockey at 10 below zero many times and you 
could work up quite a sweat. Hockey was the game then— 
basketball was a form of steam-heated idiocy—and we were so 
crazy about it we'd play until it got too dark to see the puck. 
To this day, I have never found any game that even 
approaches hockey for sheer competitive satisfaction. It’s the 
speed, I think, that sets hockey apart from any other sport. 
You're the wind itself, on skates, the closest thing to flying 
earthbound man ever manages. 

Well, skiing feels that way, too. But the skiing craze 
hadn't begun because they hadn’t invented the tow which made 
skiing big business. My kid brothers were skiers. My older 
brother and I were hockey nuts. Our coach was Donnie Mac- 
Fadden, captain of the Marquette University hockey team, ea 
Canadian who I think was the greatest amateur hockey player 
ever to play in this country. He was All-America for three 
straight years; later he joined the Chicago Blackhawks to 
earn enough money to put himself through law school. 


When I was in my late teens, we all started 
building iceboats in our cellars, little 16-foot scooters. 
We'd sail them on Pewaukee lake, one of the great 
iceboating lakes in Wisconsin. As a matter of fact, 
Pewaukee isn’t much good for anything else. Too 
shallow to swim or fish in. But it has practically no 
shoreline, hardly any bank at all. The wind howled 
across it without obstruction and this kept it fairly 
free of snow. 


Snow was the great hazard. On ice it freezes into some- 
thing resembling granite. When an iceboat hits e patch of 
frozen snow, something on the iceboat usually breaks. As I 
recal] those days with the homemade iceboats, we spent three- 
quarters of the time fixing them, only about e quarter of the 
time sailing them. To keep warm, we'd have a bottle of rye in 
our coats and pull away at it. Drinking at below zero tempere- 
tures is a whole new experience. There’s a brief momentary 
glow as if it were cocoa but you can hold vast quantities of the 
stuff. However, you are holding the whisky—as it were—in 
escrow. We'd stay outside in subzero temperature all day; then 
come inside and stand on a radiator. All of a sudden that 

- whisky you had been belting all day long would rise up and 
engulf you. You'd be stinking.

‘Slim Look’ by Dior’s New Designer

PARIS, Jan. 30 (AP). 

A MODERNIZED flapper style, 
launched by Marc Bohan in his 
debut show for Dior, looks like 
the big hit of the Paris spring 
season. 

Bohan’s “Slim Look” collec- 
tion probably is good enough to 
go down in fashion history with 
the New Look itself. 

Good taste and simplified ele- 
gance are the trademarks of the 
new silhouette, based on bosom- 
less, waistless, hip-fitting crea- 
tions that are short enough to 
give a glimpse of the knees. 

French radio reports rated it 
“the best since Dior died’ when 
it was shown here late last week. 
Many fashion experts agreed. 

There was not a single nipped 
waist, hobble hem or eccentric 
exaggeration in the whole show. 

Bohan’s slim, trim suits had 
unfitted midhip jackets and 
gently flaring skirts. Loose belts 
at the top of the hipline were 
sometimes on the jackets and 
sometimes on the skirts. 

All- beaded short evening 
dresses followed the same line, 
with sleeveless, straight tops 
lightly bloused over fitted hips. 

With Dior’s big success, Paris 
could count at least four tip-top 
collections for the season. The 
other winners were Nina Ricci, 
with designers Jules Crahay, 
Pierre Cardin and Lanvin Cas- 
tillo. Crahay produced a much 
bolder version of the flapper 
era, with tube torsos to the bot- 


tom of the hip. 
Cardin’s cut was completely 
off-the-figure, with muted 


’Twenty-ish undertones and plen- 
ty of eccentricities. Castillo’s 
“‘ace of diamonds” shape tapered 
from wide shoulders to a trim 
hem. 

Bohan replaces Yves Saint- 
Laurent, who suffered a nervous 
breakdown in military service, 
as the House of Dior designer. 
Stripping the silhouette of frills, 
drapes and flounces, he relied 
on impeccable cut for his effect, 
which was pure and simple ele- 
gance—and prettiness besides, 

Some skirts broke away in 
fine pin-pleats from the hip, and 
some jackets were cutaway in 
a curve to the waist in front, 
but the general line of the show 
was consistently streamlined 
flapper. 

Meltingly pale pastels, like 
almond pink, pistache and 
Wedgwood blue shared the scene 
with gray, beige, navy, white, 
black and touches of poppy red. 
Wool and silk crepes, flannel, 
shiny satin-surfaced organzas 
and shantungs, ribbon laces and

linen were the materials of the 
collection. 

Hats were real round-heads, 
with a smallish, neat shape. 
They included slightly blown-up 
sailor caps with rolled brims, 
wrapped raffia turbans and 
draped tulle turbans, soft silk 
mobcaps, understated flowerpots 
and pudding basins, and for eve- 
ning, mesh eyemasks, bare- 
headed face veils and jeweled 
or stain brow bands. Bohan’s 
version of the 1920s is strictly 
without cloche hats and black- 
rimmed eyes. 

Most of his models had cut off 
their long hair for a smooth- 
brushed style worn provocatively 
behind one ear. 

The Paris designers, by com- 
mon consent, have done away 
with nipped waistlines and hobble 
hemlines, This year’s fashion 
plate can breathe freely and 
walk with a stride, if she feels 
like it, for most skirts flare at 
the hemline. 


That leaves one bulky prob- 
lem: Hips are supposed to be 
skinny. According to a worried 
American buyer, “Women 
spend so much time sitting in 
cars, that’s the biggest figure 
problem they've got, and the 
only one that can’t be solved 
by artificial means.” 


One help, perhaps, are drapes 
of trailing chiffon or silk that

adorn many dresses (but not 
Dior’s or Ricci’s). 

The envelope dress, wrapped 
around the figure with a half- 
free panel in the back, are all 
over the shows. So are welted 
seams and kimono sleeves. 


Pleats are plentiful, breaking 
out from the top, middle or bot- 
tom of the hipline. There are 
even a few all-pleated dresses, 
and Cardin uses pleated chiffon 
suit blouses with matching 
pleated jacket linings. 


Diagonal folds and diagonally 
closing jackets are another trend 
of the season. Jackets them- 
selves come in almost any 
length, from very short to very 
long. Decolletage bares more 
back than bosom. There are still 
plenty of sleeveless dresses 
about, and some cape effects. 

Here is what some other Paris 
designers said: 


JACQUES HEIM’S ‘Dancing 
Line’ went in for fluttering 
panel-split skirts and whirling 
pleats and flares. Some dresses 
were spirally draped, and 
cocktail sheaths were covered 
with matching transparent tents 
of chiffon or organza. 


PIERRE BALMAIN showed a 
softly feminine semifitted line, 
and turned out to be one of the 
few defenders of the bosom, 
which he drapes for emphasis.

Mirages Give 
A Good Show 


THE SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION is telling stories about 
mirages. The annual report of the Institution makes a case 
jor mirages as nature’s own television medium and recom- 
mends some mirages that have been good shows from begin- 
ning to end without a com- 
mercial to slow the action. 

When General Custer 
marched out of Fort Lin- 
coln, destination Little Big 
Horn, and disappeared be- 
yond the hills the garrison 
left behind was mightily 
surprised. As over the ram- 
parts it watched, the gar- 
rison suddenly saw Custer’s 
troop trudging along in the 
sky. Every man and mule 
and horse was true to life. 
A mirage. The Indians 
came later. No mirage. 

What the garrison saw 
was a high-class mirage, 
the work of a layer of air 
performing as a lens. The 
air-lens produces a picture 
by refraction of light. So 


JACK RICE far I'm right there with 
the Smithsonian, under- 
standing the whole thing, but now we get fancy: ‘The lens 


of air within which the refraction takes place is a distinct 
entity, strongly resisting disruption even in a strong wind.”’ 

The Smithsonian calls that a ‘“‘surprising discovery’’ and 
anything that surprises the Smithsonian surprises me, too. 
The only mirages I've seen are phony lakes on the desert, or 
on highways when the sun was making pop-corn fresh off 
the stalks. The lakes are amateur productions, a reflection 
of the sky. 


When a mirage wants to put on a large-scale 
professional production it can pick up a scene and 
carry it as far as 1000 miles away, set it up on the 
ground or in the sky, and not damage the goods a 
bit in transit. A ship, or a town, or an army can 
have its image plunked down where folks least ex- 


pect it, 


Over 100 years ago a small town way off the major 
mirage circuit, the desert, suddenly found itself over-built. 
The town was in Maryland and there appeared, perched right 
above the town, another city. The local building code was 
outraged because the visiting city had domes and such, highly 
ornamental but non-Maryland. The city planning board lodged 
a complaint and the mirage went away without hinting where 
it had come from. 

There was a story current in 1918 about a useful mirage, a 
military genius of a mirage that performed for the Allies. 
Allenby’s army came north from Egypt looking for Turks and 
found more Turks than it bargained for. 


The Turks were gaining ground on the British when there 
appeared in the distance a long relief column. The Turks 
sized up the column and decided to make a strategic re- 
treat. They gave ground to a mirage, The theory is that 
the relief column the Turks saw was a chunk of air holding 
the image of an army that was perhaps 100 miles away. 
Natural television sided with Allenby. 


The Smithsonian’s report is by James Gordon, a former 
meteorologist with the United States Weather Bureau. For 45 
years Gordon has been living in Arizona, as good a mirage 
country as there is. He collects mirage stories and he has 
some good ones but I think his collection will get better. 

When the bathing beauties at Palm Springs start coming in 
loud and clear hundreds of miles away, in living color, the 
desert rats ought to be at least as grateful as Allenby. The 
way our desert’s building up; though, a man ought to be 
cautious about sorting out mirages from the real thing. Never 
pinch a mirage, men. It might slap.

Started at 25 Cents a Day, Now Buys Whole Towns 


john W. Cotbreuh Sparked Pittsburgh Pirates to Pennant, Builds Skyscrapers and Entire Communities

CLEVELAND, Jan. 30. 


FIFTY YEARS AGO, a ?3-year- 
old Ohio farm boy started his 
business career by taking a job 
that paid 25 cents a day. He got 
the quarter for riding an old 
horse from dawn to dusk, drag- 
ging newly mown hay to a cen- 
tral storage spot. 

More recently, the same man 
arrived in his luxurious twin- 
engined private plane at Cleve- 
land’s lakefront airport. 

John Wilmer Galbreath dropped 
in at City Hall without a previ- 
ous appointment and casually in- 
formed Mayor Anthony J. Cele- 
brezze that he plans to build 
here a new 30-story office tower 
costing about $20,000,000. 

“The money is not a problem,” 
Galbreath said. “I'm ready. to 
start building as soon as my 
plans are fitted into your Erie- 
view Urban Renewal Project.” 

Everybody in Mount Sterling, 
the farming community where 
Galbreath earned his first wage, 
is sure that he will do exactly 
what he says, even when it 
sounds almost impossible—such 
as his boast that he'd make the 
Pittsburgh Pirates champions of 
the baseball world. 


That was back in 1946, when 
Galbreath first bought an inter- 
est in the cellar-dwelling Pirates. 
A few years later, when he be- 
came the team's president and 
principal owner, he chartered a 
fleet of busses to bring most of 
the 1200 population of Mount 
Sterling to Pittsburgh to see the 
team in action. 


As might be expected, the 
team lost that day. This didn’t 
dampen Galbreath’s enthusiasm. 
“We're heading for a pennant,” 
he told his home town guests. 


The Pittsburgh Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce honored Gal- 
breath—who doesn’t live in 
Pittsburgh—as the Steel City’s 
“Man of the Year” because 
his Pirates won their first pen- 
nant in 33 years and then went 
on to beat the New York Yan- 
kees in the World Series. 


However, on the fateful day 
that Bill Mazeroski’s home run 
cinched the championship, John 
Galbreath—who had $2,000,000 
invested in the team—had diffi- 
culty fighting his way into the 
Pirates’ dressing room to con- 
gratulate his players. ‘‘Who’'s 
that guy?’’ some sports writers 
and fans demanded when Gal- 
breath began elbowing his way 
to the door. 

“That guy” was also a virtually 
unnoticed fan at most Ohio State 
University football games in the 
last 12 years. Few of his fellow 
spectators realized that, after 
Coach Woody Hayes, Galbreath 
is probably the man most re- 
sponsible for the fairly consistent 
success of Ohio State elevens. 
Many a gridiron great has been 
lured to the Columbus campus 
by a Galbreath scholarship. 


The ex-farm boy has another 
ambition in the realm of sports, 
now that he’s seen Ohio State tri- 
umph in the Rose Bow! and the 
Pirates win a World Series. 
“Some day,”” he confides, “I hope 
to win the Kentucky Derby... .”’ 

So far, the best Galbreath’s 
racehorses have done in that 
Louisville classic is a third place 
scored by Darby Dieppe. He 
owns Swaps, the 1955 derby win- 
ner, but he bought him for $2,- 
000,000—after the race. 


Although he operates his rac- 
ing stable as a hobby, Galbreath 
has made money on the horses 
that bear his brown and beige 
silks. For example, Skipper Bil!, 
a horse named for Bill Meyer, a 
former Pirates manager, has 
won $300,000. 


Galbreath had a horse breed- 
ing partnership with the late 
Aly Khan, the international 
playboy. The farm boy who 
once rode an old nag fer a 
quarter a day is known in rac-

ing circles as the man who 
paid $1,350,000 to lease Ribot, 
an ltalian racer never defeated 
on European tracks, for five 
years. The stud fee for Ribot 
is $10,000. 

Ever so often, Galbreath fee!s 
an urge to be a participant 
rather than a spectator in out- 


door sports. He'll pick up a 
phone, call a few friends, and 
tell them, ‘Let's go fishing.” In 


a lew hours, the group is on its 
way in one of his two private 
planes to Galbreath’s lodge on 
Georgtan Bay in Canada. 

Or, if they have more time to 
spare, they may be winging 
across the Atlantic Ocean on 
their way to hunt big game in 
Africa. 

Galbreath says that his biggest 
hunting thrill came when he shot 
a leopard from a blind in the 
African jungles. The wounded 
animal whirled, smashed into 
the blind and hurled itself at 
Galbreath. 

‘IT was scared stiff,’’ the multi- 
millionaire recalls. “I didn’t 
know what to do except sock 
him—which I did.” 

Perhaps the leopard was as 
frightened as the sportsman. 
The animal leaped out of the 
blind and ran away. It was later 
found dead a short distance 
away. 

Now properly stuffed, the leop- 
ard is suspended from a ceiling 
at Darby House, the luxurious 
mansion at Galbreath’s 3000-acre 
Darby Dan Farm west of Colum- 
bus. 

Galbreath is

Galbreath had sold hundreds of 
houses in Columbus, Akron and 
Cleveland when, in 194], a friend 
asked him, ‘‘John, do you want 
to buy a whole town?’’ He did. 
It was McDonald, O., a com- 
pany town in Trumbull county 
owned by Carnegie-Illinois Steel. 
Galbreath refurbished the 250 
houses and sold them to their 
occupants for far more than the 
$600,000 he paid for the town. 

Since then, Galbreath has han- 
dled 17 somewhat similar ven- 
tures from coast to coast. He 
built the entire town of Fairless

Finally, he led a low diamond 
and finessed the jack. 

The roof caved in. East won 
with the king and returned the 
queen of spades. That was the 
end of the hand for Kaplan. The 
upshot was that he went down 
eight — 800 points. 


Strangely enough, Kaplan’s 
play received strong support 
from his teammates and other 
experts. He could have gone 
down two by’ running the club 
suit and cashing the ace of dia- 
monds, but it didn’t seem likely 
that the clubs would be divided 
3-2 after West had shown up 
with a seven-card heart suit. 

He played for five diamond 
tricks instead, which would have 
made the contract regardless of 
how the clubs broke. The situa- 
tion he thought might exist was 
that West would have the king 
and one diamond and the clubs 
would not break favorably. 


Had this been the case, Kap- 
lan’s play would have produced 
nine tricks, while playing the 
clubs first would have defeated 
him. 


The reason is that if he had 
cashed the K-Q .of clubs and 
then the ace, and next followed 
with a diamond finesse, he would 
automatically have gone down 
because he could win only four 
diamond tricks, not five. The 
suit was bound to be blocked if 
West had K-x of diamonds.

Children Who Snore 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: What causes a girl, 5 years old, 
to snore, snort and whistle in her sleep? She actually sounds 
like a whistling teakettle. 

A doctor has told me that a piece of my daughter's ade- 
noid tissue was left in by the doctor who removed them. 
Maybe it grew back? 

Do I have cause to worry? B.R.O. 


It’s not unusual for small children to snore. They 
relax so thoroughly as they fall into a deep sleep, and 
since snoring (and kindred odd noises, even tea- 
kettles) result from the breath causing soft tissues to 
flutter in the respiratory tract, the very relaxation of 
a sleeping child contributes to the sound effects. 


At the same time, in the case you describe, and generally 
gimilar ones, there’s a very good possibility that ea small 
island of adenoid tissue was left in, and that because of re- 
peated subsequent infections, it enlarged. 

Secondary removal may be necessary, especially for 
youngsters who are mouth breathers and are subject to re- 
peated colds. 


Secondary removal is not particularly unusual. 
Neither, I want you to know, does it mean that the 
original operation “wasn’t done right.” The reason 
for removal of adenoids (or tonsils, since both are of 
the same type of tissue and, indeed, all are a form of 
tonsils) is to take out infected or overly-enlarged 
tissue. The two things, infection and enlargement, 
generally go together. 


The purpose of tonsil and adenoid surgery is not just to 
get rid of these organs. They are useful, and are removed 
only for a definite purpose. (You might be interested in send- 
ing for a copy of my leaflet, “Don’t Trifle with Tonsils,” 
| which explains this. You can get a copy by sending a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope and 5 cents in coin to cover 

} handling, to Dr. Molner, care of the Post-Dispatch.) 
Anyway, that’s the reason why surgeons leave some of 
i the tissue in, if it’s healthy, so that it can continue to do its 
useful work. And if another infection happens to attack the 
remaining tissue—well, it’s too bad, but it’s no worse than 
the original situation, so don’t be upset. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My little girl, now three, had an 
eye operation at two. It was a cancerous neuroblastoma. 
Now she is taking X-ray treatments. I would like to know if 
they will cure it, and also if it will spread to any other part 
of the body. Also if it ts hereditary. MRS. J.C, 


| As you have, of course, been told, this is a seri- 
' ous matter. The cancer will spread unless it is de- 
stroyed, and that is the purpose of the X-rays. Fortu- 
nately, this type of cancer does respond to X-ray 
treatment. 


Only the physicians working with the little girl can make 
even a guess as to whether they can achieve a cure, but it 
is being accomplished in more and more cases. 


As te heredity, apparently sometimes, yes, and 
sometimes, no. The condition may appear in children 
‘of people who were themselves cured of it. But for 
most families, having this occur in one child is no 
sign that it will occur in other children.

BOBBY DARIN, 24 years old, 
recording star and night-<lub 
performer, whose earning power 
is. at such dizzy heights he is 
superstitious about discussing it, 
will appear in his own special, 
“The Bobby Darin Show,” at 
8 p.m. tomorrow on KSD-TV. 

His guest will be Bob Hope, a 
slightly older man. Youth will 
be the theme of the show. 

I talked recently with Darin 
in his suite at the Delmonico 
Hotel here. At 3 a.m. the follow- 
ing day he was to marry movie 
starlet Sandra Dee at the home 
of a friend in New Jersey. 


Our meeting started off much 
in the mood I'd anticipated. Dar- 
in was half an hour late and as 
he entered the lobby of the hotel, 
a luncheon group of perhaps 50 
women was just leaving. They 
spotted him immediately, 
mobbed him, squealing and 
screaming like teen-agers, ask- 
ing for autographs, patting the 
widely padded shoulders of his 
tweed overcoat. 

He took it in stride, appeared 
cocky, assured, glibly wisecrack- 
ing and smiling. 

However, upstairs in his 
hotel suite, the cockiness 
melted a little. He walked 
around the room, taking the 
deep, nervous breaths of a man 
who has been running too fast 
and too long. 

“That doesn’t often happen,” 
he said. “One of those women 
thought she’d get a laugh and 
she started squealing and set 
off a mob scene. That wasn’t 
sincere. It was really just a 
gag.” 

Bobby Darin ts more astute 
and more realistic than one 
might think, especially in the 
light of stories of his fantastic 
ego and temperament. He picked 
up a guitar and started to strum 
it. 

“IT hope you'll excuse me for 
playing this thing,’’ he said, “‘but 
it helps me relax when I'm afl 
keyed up. I’ve been on a tread- 
mill and this week has been a 
killer. After this week I'm going 
to take it easier. I am.” 

His phone rang repeatedly, 
with a number of calls from old 
friends who were pursuing the 
rumor that he was about to be 
married. Another was from a 
jeweler who wanted to know 
what kind of wedding ring he 
wanted. 

He said he had already bought 
Sandra Dee’s rings, but he was 
getting one for himself because 
he wanted to wear a wedding 
ring. He tried to avoid all con- 
versation about his coming mar- 
riage, would say only that he 
had rented a house in Bel Air 
and that his wife would pursue 
her movie career because that’s 
what she wanted to do. 

“Tt amuses me to hear people 
talking about this big house 
we're going to live in,” he said. 
“Actually, nothing is good 
enough for her. Some day I 
hope to give her a house twice 
as big. But our marriage is go- 
ing to be strictly private. It has 
nothing to do with her career 
or my career.” 

So far these words have be- 
come facts. They were indeed 
married as quietly as possible, 
without benefit of the press, and 
they have chosen not to exploit 
the romance for publicity pur- 
poses.
